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The invention relates to flexible straws with one (or 
more) corrugated zone (flexible zone) comprising re-entrant 
overlapping folds (annular bellows folds), which are attached to 
the packaging of fruit juices, milks, coffees etc. and are 
permanently bent until their use in order to take up less space.

To bend to obtuse angles (e.g. 180°) due to the restricted 
number of folds, continuous external pressure has to be 
exercised. This pressure keeps being exercised by the 
packaging material afterwards as well. As a result the folds are 
permanently deformed and straightening of the straw is not 
possible. Also a problem is posed by the fact that all folds are 
expanded (unfolded) after bending of the straw, (e.g. The U- 
shaped straws.) ~
